Italy plunged into the European war at the side of 


Germany against England and France today, and Ber- 
lin reported that Mussolini's Fascist legions began to

Announcing the double-barreled declaration of war, 


Mussolini hurled his vaunted "9,000,000 bayonets" into 
the titanic struggle of nations with a pointed notice 
that he would respect the neutrality of "neighboring and 
friendly people," if they observed neutrality 


He mentioned in this connection Yugoslavia, Greece, 


Switzerland, Turkey and Egypt. 


Turkey has a mutual assistance pact with Britain 


and France, effective in the event of an act of aggres- 
sion leading to war in the Mediterranean. Greece has 
received one-sided guarantees of protection from the 
Allies. Egypt is allied with Britain, 


The Egyptian government immediately ordered free 


distribution of gas masks to the 
civilian 
population. 


,»» Egypt's Suez Canal, vital "life line" between England 
f 
and her Far East dominions, may become an early tar- 
get of attack' in Mussolini's war plans. 


Turkish officials said Turkey was resolved to ful- 


fill her mutual assistance pact with the Allies, ijxdicat- 
ing that the war may rapidly spread through south- 
eastern Eurpe.. 


London described Italy's entrance into the war as 


a "treacherous blow" and declared Italians must now 
"expect to be treated by us in exactly the same way 
as the Germans." 


From his headquarters on the western front, Adolf 


HiLicr telegraphed King Vittorio Emmuele of Italy his 
conviction that "the 
tremendous power of Italy and 


Germany will give victory over the enemy." 


Speaking to 'wildly cheering crowds from the bal- 


cony of the Palazzo Venevia, II Duce said Italy's long- 
heralded declaration of was has already been given to 
the ambassadors of Great Britain and France. 


Italy declared war against both France and Eng- 


land, precluding expectations that Mussolini might of- 
fer^ separate peace to France in return for the sur- 
render of Nice, Tunis and Jibuti.

In the titanic struggle to save 


their homeland against the big- 
gest German offensive of the war, 
the French had dropped back yes- 
terday to a main line along the 
heavily wooded Bresle river, which 
empties into the sea at Eu—a line 


where Italy would strike first— 
whether at France through the 
Alps or into Africa. 


Three huge Italian trans-Atlantic 


liners, the Rex, Conte Di Savola 
and Augustus, were reported "miss- 
ing" from Italian ports and pre- 
sumably were being used as troop- 
ships.

Britain rushed fresh troops to 


France in her darkening llth hour 
today as 1,800,000 tank-led German 
troops plunged forward to new 
successes on the 200-mile western 
front and reached two points with- 
in S3 miles of Paris. 


Hitler's high command said Ger- 
man troops were moving toward 
the lower Seine—approximately in 
a sharp circling movement in the 
Rouengisors sector on the western 
road to Paris—and toward the his- 
toric Marne in the Solsson-Relma 
area, northeast of Paris. 


"Operations are proceeding on 


schedule," the high command as- 
serted, while Berlin declared the 
7-day-old battle for 
the 
French 


capital was now "entering the de- 
cisive stage." 


In the heightening emergency, 


Prime Minister Churchill Informed 
Premier Reynaud of France that 
an unspecified number of British 
troops have already been landed 
In France and that "further ex- 
tensive relnforcementi will shortly 
be available."

Mussolini would deliver * message 
to the Italian people at 6 p. m, 
(11 a. m., C. S. T.) And that the 
populace expected II Duce to an- 
nounce Italy's long-heralded en- 
trance Into the European conflict.

There can bt no doubt that the 
battle of France Is entering Its de- 
cisive stages. 


The position of the French army 
is indeed grave. Developments are 
likely to move fast from now on. 


The only thing we can add at the 


moment is that the issue hasn't yet 
been determined. Weygand still has 
a chance to perform his miracle. 
Hitler appears to have fung into 
the balance virtually all his remain- 
ing resources in a supreme effort

smashing over the French defend- 
ers Into Paris. 


The unprecedented assault force 


of 1,800,000 men which he is using 
against the weary French repre- 
sents a German advantage of per-

another 3,500 tanks. 
German pressure haa been heav-

Mussolini Announces 
Entrance Of Italy Into 


War On German Side 


(By The Associated Press.) 


R O M E , June 10—Italy joined the war tonight 


at the side of the German Nazi legions which are press- 
ing down perilously on France and Paris itself. 


A communique said Foreign Minister Count Galeazzo 


Ciano had handed the British and French ambassadors 
identical notes declaring Italy's determination to go to 
wi»r before II Duce spoke. 


It said Italy considered herself at war against the 


Allies effective tomorrow, June 11. 


(Presumably, this would mean at midnight—5 p.m., 


C.3.T., tonight. In Germany, however, it was announc- 
ed that Italian troops already had invaded French soil 
on the Riviera, France's Mediterranean coast, at 6 p.m. 
Berlin time—10:30 a.m. C.S.T., today. 


Trains stood with steam up in the Rome station pre- 


pared to evacuate the British and' French diplomats. 


Notice of the plunge into hostilities, after months of 


teetering on the brink, was made in a wildly cheered, 
bombastic speech by Premier Mussolini from the balcony 
of the Palazzo Venezia. 


His announced war aims called chiefly for recovered 


control of the Mediterranean. 


He declared for, preservation of peace in the Bal-

June 7 It had been decided that tho 
king and the government should 
take seat outside the country.

Construction of concrete highways 
between Texas military posts and 
all important petroleum and sul- 
phur producing sections In that 
state was urged here by J. Rut- 
ledge Hill of Dallas, president of 
the Texas Highway branch of th« 
Association of General Contractors. 


He discussed 
national 
defense 


problems with high war depart- 
ment officials and with house Ma- 
jority Leader Rayburn, * lilScw 
Texan. 


"The 
recent army maneuvers In 
East Texas and Louisiana proved 
the need for such highways," Hill 
asserted. 
"War department offtlcals were 


interested in the construction of 
adequate roadways between, mili- 
tary posts and the great natural 
resource supplies In Texas, which 
would be one of the first objects 
of any enemy attack, but naturally 
would make no comment as 
to 
what could be done along this 
line." 
Hill was the most recent of sev- 


eral Texans in private life who 
have been here since the national 
defense program was taken up by 
congress, urging 
that 
airfields, 


plane factories, and the like be es- 
tablished in their state. 


, Colonel Clark Thompson of Gal- 


veston, a former congressman, rep- 
resented several Southeast Texas 
cities at conferences with army 
heads. He urged the establishmnt 
of an airfield in the petroleum and 
sulphur 
producing coastal area, 


and asked that additional anti-air- 
craft weapons be provided.

To me even more dramatic than 
the unparalleled immensity of this 
bloody clash at arms is the time 
element involved.

—maybe a more fortnight or so— 
In which Hitler must win the war 
or likely lose. 


The mere fortnight which the al- 
lies must hold the savage rush of 
the Gorman hordes In order to es- 
tablish a good chance for victory. 


A mere fortnight on which hangs 
the fate of empires. 


All Ihls is premised 
on 
facts 


which you and 1 have 
discussed 


more lhan once before because of 
my Insistence of their importance. 


On the one hand wo have Hitler, 


equipped with the most powerful 
war-machine ever constructed, most 
certainly threatening quick annihil- 
ation of anylhing crossing Us path, 
but with virtually no resources of 
any kind with which to maintain 
his wonder-machine. 


On the other hand the allies, un- 
prepared to stand up against this 
avalanche, but possessing between 
them wealth 
and 
resources be- 


yond dreams—if they can. only hold 
the nazi onslaught long enough to 
draw on those resources. 


French Premier Reynaud May 22 
declared that If France could "hold j 
out for one month—and we will hoTil 
out for whatever time is necessary 
—we 
will 
have 
traveled throe 


fourths of the road to victory." 


Of course we know that Reynaud 
wasn't trying to pin this thing to 
an exact period. Also, he was speak- 
ing before tho allied tragedy 
in 
Flanders. Still, the purport of hla 
remark remains the same, for he 
meant thai Hitler couldn't stand a 
long war—that the fuehrer would 
have 
shot his bolt in perhaps a 
month. 


_ I know how Reynaud views the 
bad economic position of Germany, 
for he and I talked freely of that 
when I saw him In Paris just after 
the Munich crisis while he 
was 


minister of economics in Ihe French 
cabinel. The premier not only is a 
military export but a widely known 
economic authorlly. He told me in 
effect that the reich was headed 
straight for chaos. 


Well, we still have ton days left 


of the month which Reynaud al- 
lowed Hitler to win the war with 
the blitzkrieg. Of course we can't 
pin tho thing to a given day, but 
that happens to be a mighty Inter- 
esting figure to speculate on. 


Ten days must bring slackening 


to the furious German drive. If the 
French can preserve 
themselves 


from being knocked out for that 
brief period they will have crowd- 
ed their way into at least a tiny 
spot of sun. Time will work for 
Ihem and against the invaders. As 
Allied Generalissimo Wewgand said 
to his troops yesterday: 


"The enemy has suffered consid- 
erable losses. Soon ho will reach 
tho end of his effort. 


"This is the last quarter hour. 
Hold last." 


What a drama; and with the 


ever willing but heavily outnumber- 
ed Pollu not knowing when 
the 


Italians may rush in to help the 
nazls deliver tho coup de grace.
